H addon Heights 
attorney, who has made a study of place 
names in and about Haddonfield will 
speak on that subject at our regular 
meeting on Tue:day, May 22. at the 
Friends Meeting blouse on Lake street. 

Mr. Farr has been doing research on 
place names in the Atlantic. Camden 
and Gloucester counties for ten years 
and has compiled about 3,000 cards 
with perhaps 10.000 entries. 

Our speaker’s talk will cover two 
areas: place names, generally, what they 
are. what a researcher looks for. how 
the research is done; and some place 
names in Haddonfield and vicinity. 

Mr. Farr, a resident of Barrington 
for 50 years, was the first president of 
the Barrington Historical Society and 
is presently a trustee of the Camden 
County Historical Society. He is also a 
member of the Historical Societies ot 
Gloucester. Atlantic. Cape May counties, 
and others throughout the state. 

Mr. Farr expressed the hope that he 
would receive help from members of 
the Haddonfield Historical Society in 
his work, either by wav of personal 
knowledge or from materials which 
members might make available to him.

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SOCIETY WILL VOTE ON PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS 

The followin'! proposed amendment 
to the By-laws of the Historical Society 
of Haddonlield. V J. has been submitted 
by the By-laws Committee. Dorothy B. 
McGlade. Esther Neeley. Martha Goet- 
telmann. 

The Committee on the Revision of By- 
laws submit the following proposed 
amendment to ARTICLE V — BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES— Section 1. Insert after 
the first sentence the following: Retiring 
presidents of the Society shall be non- 
elected members of the Board of Trus- 
tees with the right to vote and shall 
serve concurrently with the fifteen reg- 
ularly elected Board members and with- 
out limit as to term. 


Section 1 would then read: “The 

Board of Trustees shall consist of the 
officers, the chairman or representative 
of the Woman’s Committee and fifteen 
Trustees, at least three-fourths of whom 
shall be residents of the State. Retiring 
presidents of the Society shall be noil- 
elected members of the Board of Trus- 
tes with the right to vote and shall serve 
concurrently with the fifteen regularly 
elected Board members and without 
limit as to term. No Trustee, except the 
Treasurer, shall be eligible to succeed 
himself in office. The Treasurer shall 
serve no more than two consecutive 
terms.
